Beokers outfittiog in Victoria and there- 
by avoiding the payment of duty upon 
nrrivul at the distant Canadian El Dor- 
ado. Ttii' majority of tliia contingent 
have already had nuniog experience, 
nnil liope on tlieir return to civ- 
ilization in the fall to show 
ljultiula of yellow dust us evidence of 
tlieir luck and industry throULihout the 
season. They had some little difhculty 
in eecuriuK passage on tlie over- 
crowded steamer — tlie Mexico, as 
usual duriuK the past few months, hav- 
ini; been obliged to decline as much 
freight and as many pneBengers as her 
capiiuity permitted her to carry — and as 
many other miners have before them 
expressed the greatest surprise that a 
Canadian steamer had not ere this 
entered the lield to secure a share of the 
)irolitable trade now ofTering foi the 
golilen north. Had the Mexico been 
Miu (^ireat EaatGrii elie ■would have had 
no waste to spare yeaterday. 

The very latest news from I. ho Mecca 
o[ the mining mtyi is that tlie Clmuiyke 
strike is an even greater proposition i nan 
any one dreaiaed of. It is in I'.tct sn en- 
couraging that many will no (iotil), be 
led 10 join the Northward migration at 
the earlieat opportunity, despite tb'' 
fact that war prices still prevail atCircL- 
City, while at Clondyke there is the 
sluulow ot famine. Flour is selling at, 
ifoO a sack at Circle City and 
butter at ^l ner roll. Beaus 
are now cpioted at 15c, per lb. at Forty-» 
Mile, and .'JO cents at Clondyke, while 
beef is not to be had now, eveh at 
T5c. per pound. Prohibition has not 
been suggested — though a" short drink " 
at Clondyke means an expenditure of 
75 cents. 

Yet in this camp of hiirh prices hope 
rutiJ high. I'eter A. Wiborg. who has 
been mining on the Yukon uliucit con- 
tinuously aince 1HS3, writes; 

" As for t ho atri ke here it is the biir- 
gcBt thina 1 ever saw. At the head of 
J5onan/.a ia the largest gulch. Tlie stream 
is located for about twenty miles ; about 
ten miles has been i)roapected and runs 
from good tott big thing; the best claims 
cannot be bought to-day for ifSiOOO to 
.'*S,000. Kldorailo, a tributary, is still 
better; it la uood from head to mouth, 
and in places it is known to pay for 150 
feet In width ; $100 to the pan is a com- 
mon thing; from one prospect hole they 
panned out $(>00; there are about forty 
claims on it. There were a number of 
creeks struck, but these two are the only 
ones that have siiown up inucli as yet. i 
am not into anything very big hut think 
I will make somctbiug out of it. I'ro- 
vieiiina are vi^ry Ecarce and I am afraid 
it will be hard to get supplies this sea- 
son. They are paying $1.50 per hour 
wages here and men cannot bs got for 
that."

LOST ON GRIEF'POINT. 



Irregular Troops Conipo^^ed of Vol- 
unteers Have Apparently Preci- 
pitated a General Campaign. 



London-, April 10. — A dispatch to the 
Observer from Rome says it was re- 
ported at midnight that war had been 
declared between Turkey and Greece. 

The Athena correspondent to the 
Times telegraphs : " The band of in- 
vaders organized under the personal 
direction of Gonzo, a Greek of Alex- 
andria. The headfjuarters were in 
the valley of the mountain- 
ous districts of Kellabaka near 
the famous monasteries of Memora. 
Most of the members of the band, which 
includes a number of Italian volunteers, 
arrived last week by special train from 
Volo. A camp was chosen and military 
organization was proceeded with. Two 
former Greek ollicera, Mylonaa and 
KapslalotonioH were given the 6uj)reuie 
command. 

Muleq arrived for the transport ser- 
vice, and on Thursday the .Standard was 
blessed by the monks of the Memora 
monaste.y. It bears the inscription In 
Greek, "En Tonto Nika," the etiuivalent 
of " In hoc signo vinces." 

To-morrow is the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of a day the Greeks have only 
too great cause to reniem ber with hor- 
ror, the massacre bv the Turks of 40,000 
inhabitants of the island of Suio, 
during the war of independence. 
The memory of this, in connec- 
tion with the little the powers have 
clone by their vaunted concert, 
ia not likely to put the Greeks into the 
'■ II mor to withdraw now, even though 
King George aiul his ministers are sur- 
prised at the iiiuiiense army that Tur- 
key has unexpectedly put upon the fron- 
tier, well armed and ordered, in spite 
of her supposed waitt of resources. 
The danger of the situation is in the ftict 
that Turkey is uiuloubtedlj- anxious to 
give the ( ireeks a lessoh, and has only 
thus far bee prevented from doing so by 
the influence ot the powers.

Grief Point, a shoulder of the main- 
land, which gives uniformity to Malas- 
pina strait, lying between Texada Island 
and the mainland, is the scene of an- 
other northern wreck, of which Victori- 
ans received their first intimation 
yesterday. The ill-starred craft this 
time is the well-known freighting 
steamer Coi|uitlain, belonging to the 
Union Steamship Company, of Vancou- 
ver, which won international prominence 
in '92 through her identification with 
the Behring ser;ling seizures. Latterly 
she has been employed carrying stone 
for the new goverument buildings. 

How .tiie unlucky vessel stfuck can 
hardly be guessed at by navigators 
familiar wiih the locality, who think 
the only possible way in' which she 
could have got into trouble was in a 
high wind, as the territory is not especi- 
ally dangerous and the point shoals off 
considerably. The first report of the 
wreck here was in a private telegram re- 
ceived early yesterday afternoon, but 
fuller informUtion came to hand in the' 
evening in a special to the Colonist 
from Nanaimo. In this dispatch it was 
stated that the steamer struck on Thurs- 
day night. 

"She had on board," the dispatclf: 
reada, " l(iO,000 feet of lumber and some 
merchandise lor erecting a new cannery 
at Rivers Inlet. All on board weresavcd 
but the vessel will prove a total loss. No 
jiarticulara are obtainable as yet as to the 
circumatancea ot the wreck. The esti- 
mated value of the ateamer was about 
$10,000, upon which there is only a par- 
tial insurance." 

Further information than this could 
not be obtained as the wires had been 
down since noon, and none of the in- 
bound fleet had passed the locality. 
The Union Steamship company 
having decided to participate in the 
Northern trade advertised that the Co- 
quitlam would leave for Rivera Inlet 
and way ports on tlio 8lh and 22nd of . 
ench month, and it was on Thursday 
last that the vessel left the Terminal 
City on her inaugural trip. 

" The steamer," according to her write- 
up in Lewis- 1 iryden'B adniiiable marine 
history, " was a steel [iropeller, 127 feet 
long, 22 feet beam, with engines thir- 
teen and one-fourth and twenty-six by 
eighteen inches.

In these days of competition the farm- 
er has to bo as up-to-date as the new 
woman. The agriculturist ia not now 
Ihe plow-plodder associated witli Hodge ; 
he has to M as active and as smart as a 
drummer . travelling with the newest 
brand of soap. The farmer to go ahead 
to-day and make Ills land -.pay has to 
asaiat nature, especially in -the matter 
of fertiliising, Farmers on the island 
here are well able to do that, having the 
Victoria Chemical company to sup- 
ply tlie fertilizing material; and, 
moreover, they need to artificially man- 
ure their lands if they want to get paying 
crops.

■1. "The manure produced in the 
coiin^e of hnabaiulry is not suliicient to 
mainlain permanently the fertility of a 
farm ; it lacks the constituents which 
aie annually exported in the shape of 
grain, hay, milk and live stock."

THE ANTIQUITY OF MAN. 

Recent e.Kcavations in Jnva have 
broi.mht to liKht in w h;it are known as 
tlie Tertiary beds, the uame referring to 
the geological era when tlioy were de- 
posited, a great many remains of extinct 
animals and among them the greater 
portion of a skeleton, including the skull, 
of a creature that must have very close- 
ly resembled the ordinary tyjie of man 
as he exists to day. The chief diU'erence 
consists in the fact that tlie ears were 
placed a iittle nearer the crown of the 
head than is the case with moat races of 
men, but the brain cavity is of good 
size and the akullasa whole indicates that 
the individual to whom it belonged 
■would be at least as far advanced 
intellectually as most of the native Afri- 
can races. The lower jaw was not found, 
but the teeth in the upper jaw were worn 
very much as those of modern man, thus 
indicating that thev were aaed for mas- 
ticating cereals and that their possessor 
■was not wholly carnivorous. The dis- 
covery IS regarded as of very great inter- 
est aa furnishing almost conclusive evi- 
dence that man lived in the Tertiary 
Age. 

It is impossible even to a])proximate 
in years the time that has elapsed since 
the close of the Tertiary Age. Various 
suggestions have been made as to how 
the interval can be measured, such as 
the wearing away of the rock at Niagara 
Falls, the growth of tlie coral reels on 
the Florida coast, tlie thickncHS ol vari- 
i)ua deposits of gravel ; but there ia such 
an element of uncertainty about the 
data upon which such calculations are 
based that the conclusions reached vary 
all the way from 10,000 *o 10,000,000 
years. In a general way it may be stat- 
ed thtt the Tertiary Age was Ijro light to 
a cl )se by tlio upheaval of the groat 
mountain range.'^, and was marked by 
the extinction of almost all forms of life, 
including the great reptiles and tbe mas- 
todoaa and mammoths, whose tusks arc 
founi in anch vast numbers in Yukon, 
Alaski and Siberia. 

There ia a very great deal of evidence 
of the existence of man at this remote 
era. In excavations for a sower made 
in Neiv York a!>i)iit throe veara ago 
Bom j copper articles were found in wliat 
■was supposed to be a Tertiary bed. At 
various depths in the gravels of the 
P.icitic Northwest stone impleinenta 
b.ave lieen fonml. At Veaiulertlial in 
I'rusai.i :i ekull was found that evidently 
iielonged to a man w lio had lived in a 
previous geological era. In France liu- 
man boiicH, stone implements, shell 
heai)8, (ire places and other evidences of 
tbe existence of man have been found 
under circumstances indicating an ex- 
tremely ancient origin, but it may be 
said that the Java discovery ia the most 
convincing of all. 

I?iit, it may he asked, why is it that if 
man existed in the Tertiary Age liuH eo 
little evidence of that fact lieen pre- 
served? Upon this point a tentative 
answer may be suggested, which will at 
least have tbe merit of being interesting 
to those who are curious in such mat- 
ters. The reason why tlie remaina of 
Tertiary man and his civilization are 
not more common may be that the prin- 
cipal site of his domicile is not accessible 
to examination. If the nebular hypoth- 
oaia is correct, it ia demonatrable that 
the first portions of cthe earth that be- 
came fit for the abode of animal and veg- 
etable life were at the Poles. It is theo- 
retically .deinonatrahie that the e:irth 
cooled at tlio Poles more (juickly than at 
the Eipttttor, and hence tliat tlie Polar 
regions must have passed through every 



stage of temperature from one of intenee 
heat to the present intense cold. At one 
point in this gradation the conditions 
must have been ideal for the develop- 
ment of animal and vegetable life. 

I.et ria for a moment consider what 
tbe polar eeasons must have been in the 
days when the grape and the magnolia 
grew in perfection in Greenland, as the 
fossil remains show they once did. In 
the first place it is necessary to correct 
the general idea that the polar year con- 
sists of six months of day and six months 
of night. Taking into account the long 
period when tbe sun does not set at all, 
the longer period when it sets for a few 
hours, the period when it is above the 
horizon for leas than half the twenty- 
four hours, and the long spring and 
autumn twilight, and we have left a 
period of leas than four months that can 
be called the polar night. But this is 
never a period of darkness as we under- 
stand darkness here, except when the 
sky is obscured with clouds, and 
for more than half* the time the 
moon does not set but revolvoa 
around the zenith point, never going be- 
low the horizon. Add to this the splen- 
dor of the Aurora, concerning which 
dwellers in Southern latitudes have ab- 
solutely no conception and we find the 
Arctic night, so far as darkness goes, 
robbed of all its terrors. Fancy a sub- 
trophical climate and such an abundance 
of light and we have conditions for the 
jierfect development of life. 

Was such lite developed in tlie I'olar 
regionb? The answer miigt be in the af- 
firmative. Speaking of the remaina of 
the Siberian mammoths, Sir Charles 
Lyel, the great geologist, says that whole 
islands are made up of their crowded 
boiica. Once or twice travellers in Si- 
beria have come upon tlie bodies of the 
mam mollis standing erect in the peren- 
nial ice lields, grim inonuments of the 
days when, somewhere within tbe realms 
where the Ice King ' holds un- 
broken sway, there was abundant 
food for herds of treatures of gigantic 
size. The flesh of these animals has 
been in some instances eo well preserved 
that travellers have fed their doga upon 
it. As a matter of fact it was the dis- 
covery of such remains that suiigested 
the use of cold storage for the shipment 
of fresh meat. There is no evidence of 
the existence of man at the Poles in the 
da5'a leferred to except such as tradi- 
tions furnish. Of these there is abun- 
dant, but we Ivave no space to refer to 
theiu now. The existence of tlie Eski- 
mos and the Samoyedes along the shores 
of the .Vrctic ocean is better explained 
by the hypothesis that they are the sur- 
vivors of a race that once dwelt there 
under favorable conditions than by tbe 
suggestion that they were driven North. 
It their origin had been in the South 
they would have made their way back 
again, but there is no evidence that a 
single Eskimo or Samoyede ever volun- 
tarily went to a more southern clime, 
although there is absolutely nothing to 
prevent them all from so doing. 

To bring this article to a conclusion it 
may be added that if the earliest home 
of man was, as it might have been, at the 
Poles, the fact that the North Pole is 
Hiirrounded by an iinniense ice field, and 
that the South Pole appears to be covered 
by an ice cap hundreds of feet thick, 
around which an immensely deep ocean 
flows, renders the discovery of human 
remains or the monuments of human ! 
skill, if any such there were in those 
latitudes, an ini possibility. Tbe con- 
sideration of this subject may be worth 
roBuming in a future issue.

The aggregate tunnellint; would 
be two miles, with a chance of further 
reduction ; the steepest grades 105 feet 
per mile for l.'i' i miles in the aggregate 
and S-! and Gil feet to the mile for 3 milea 
resjiectively , and the remainder of the 
gradients less than u.i feet per mile. 
These figures are for the whole 547 
miles, from the head of Bute Inlet to 
Yellow Head paaa, Mr. Smith prepared 
a profile of the line and made a careful 
calculation of the work and materials of 
every kind needed for the road. .All 
theae things are printed and can be 
found in Sandford Fleming's report on 
Canadian I'acific surveys for 1S77, page 
217 alao pages 260 to 270.

Smith's survey ; but Mr. Bell only last 
year made and submitted to tbe govern- 
ment an actuiil atatoiaent of the cost of 
the line from N'ictoria to Yellow Head 
pasa, ami tlie same ia to be printed in 
the sessional papers of 18915, together 
with a full report on the line. Aa to the 
objection that the aubsidy doea not pro- 
vide for a Victoria connection, no one 
baa ever contended that it did; but the

Niiturall}', Western people 
want to have money spent where they 
can get some, and it cannot be spent too 
soon for us. Some ask, however, if in 
the interest of the Dominion it would 
not be well to postpone the worlc till the 
future of the Kootenay country is ewtab- 
lisbed beyond peradventure. Miniiii; 
camps are- here to-day and gone to- 
morrow; Leadville and Cripple Creek, 
once known the world over, have 
well - nigh diuappeared oil' the 
face of the earth since the bursting of 
their respective booms, and it is con- 
ceivable that Ilossland may share their 
sorrowful fate. A year hence we shall 
kno* -more about tlie mines and the 
chance of their becoming permanent in- 
stitutions, This is the huiguayo one 
heiua from the inloUigent men v.-ho 
counsel delay. Others, a lew, say it ia 
not necessary to build the line at all, at 
least not in our time; that the mining 
country will get all llie transportation 
facilities it needs from tlie Great North- 
ern, the Corbin road and the new local 
roads projected by iMr. iteinze. The 
answer made to this ia that if the de- 
velopment of the country is left to Am- 
ericans and American roads the trade 
will go to the United States, and the 
connection of British Columbia with 
the rest of Canada will be imperilled. 

Assuming that construction ia neces- 
sarv this year or next or within a near 
period, the question arises, Who should 
do the constructing? Heie again the 
best opinion in the West ia heartily on 
the Globe's side. 

It is felt that government construc- 
tion would he enormously costly and 
would be a. bad precedent. Other prov- 
inces would aek wliy, if J'ritisti Colum- 
bia was to have a road built at the ex- 
pense of the Dominion, they ebould not 
be equally favored. If tiie government 
undertook the work it would be obliged 
sooner or later to build through to the 
coast, bringing the total outlay up to at 
least !ii25,000,000, which the country 
could not afford to pay. Government 
operation oif the line would also be a dis- 
astrous business. The road would have 
to dejiend on the Canadian Pacific for 
access to the other provinces, which 
would mean high rates to shipper and 
consignee, with the cream of the profit 
going not to the government but to Sir 
William Van Home. 

Yet, to tell the truth, so far as tha 
Canadian Pacific is concerned we in the 
West have no right to complain. Of 
necessity its rates, like those of all other 
roads, constitute a heavy charge re- 
latively to the price now realized for 
grain; that is inevitable in view of the 
long distance the grain has to be hauled 
and of the low ligure received for it of 
late years at its ilcstination. Here, 
however, are a few hard facts which dis- 
pose of much of the abundant rhetoric 
poured forth about this " soulless 
monopoly." 

First, there has been a steady reduc- 
tion of rates since 1SS7, when the road 
got fairly going. The test iu the earn- 
ings per ton per mile. The freights 
carried over the \\-hole line in 1S^(S and 
ISiiG were iu round tif;urea as follows: 
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Mi.sccllancoii.s, lou.s .^-^O.ixin STs.OOO 
The extraordinary increase in the 
flour and grain ia worth noting. How- 
ever, the earnings per ton per mile have 
diminished. Thus: 
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The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion at Washington divides American 
railway.y into irrou|)H for the jiurpose of 
comparing their truflic and rates, ll 
will surprise most neraons in the North- 
west and Manitoua to learn that tlie 
earnings per ton per mile, or, if yon 
lilJfe, the rates per ton jier mile on the 
Canadian I'acilic are less than those in 
any group of roads in the United States 
with one exception. The exception was 
the group of coal and iron carrying 
roads, including the New York Central 
and Pennsylvania. The earnings per 
ton per mile of the corn and wheat roads 
west of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, embracing the Great ^'ortllern, 
Northern I'acilic, Southern I'acilii:, 
Atcheeon, etc, were over (10 per 
cent, greater in ISiXi than those 
of the Canadian Pacific, although 
the Canadian Pacific has nothing like 
the same population to draw on for 
freight. The earnings per ton per mile 
of tlie Illinois, Indiana, Jowa and Wis- 
consin grouj) of roads were; :iO per cent, 
greater than those of the Canadian Paci- 
fic. Nevertheless those four states eon- 
tain twice the jiopulation of the whole 
Dominion; there are no vast caps of 
" dead horse " like that between Sud- 
bury and Port Arthur; coal, iron and 
steel are cheaper than in the Canadian 
Nortb.we^t, and the coat of opeiatinci in 
win tier H dlitLnotty 'less, .* •. \ ■ ■ 

The notion among, some farm ers in 
:Manitoba is that at every drop in wheat 
the railroad rate should becut according- 
ly. This view of the matter ia 
prevalent in the states,, and has 
contributed with other causea to give 
birth to the "Granger legislation" 
which has played havoc with a good 
deal of railway propert>^ It is obvious 



from what has been said that the far- 
mers of the Canadian Northwest are not 
worse off but considerably better off 
than the farmers of tho States in respect 
to railroad rates; that, be the, cause of 
the relatively slow growth of our coun- 
try what it may, it ia not' Ganadie.n 
Pacific extortion. 

Tho supreme court of Minnesota at its 
October term last year heard a case 
(Appeal of the Great Northern Railway 
from the order of the railroad commis- 
sion on Elias Steenerson's complaint), in 
which, to show that the Great Northern 
was cbarging exorbitant grain rateB,^tbe 
other Bide produced the grain ratea of 
the Canadian Pacific. The comparative 
table given in the official report of the 
case among the State exhibits could not 
be published in full in the Globe's col- 
umns; it would occupy too much space 
owing in printer's parlance to "wide 
measure" ; but the substantial facts are 
these : 

I'rom Devil's Lake, Dakota, to St. 
I'aul, a dijtance of -107 miles, the grain 
rate by tho Great Northern is 121 cents 
per 100 pounds. From Selkirk, Man., 
lu Port Artiiur or Fort Williatn, 410 
mile, the Canadian Pacific rate is 17 
cents. Again, from Willow City, Dak., 
to St. Paul, 4S5 miles, tho rate is 2-1 
cents, while from Portage la Prairie to 
Port Arthur or Fort William, 487 inilas, 
it is 18 cents. The comparison proceeds, 
in every instance showing Canadian Pa- 
cific rates to be lower, till a point 1)32 
miles from St. Paul is reached, the rate 
for that distance by Great Northern be- 
ing -10 cents, whereas for a like distance 
from Elkhorn to Fort William the Cana- 
dian Pucilie rate ia only 21. It may in- 
terest tho Patrons round about Brandon 
to know that while the rate from there 
to Fort AVilliain is 111 cents, the distance 
being oC I miles, it costs ;!2 cents to ship 
by Gieat Nortlierii from Delta to St. 
Paul, also 5tii miles. 

Counsel for tho Great Northern did 
not attempt to dispute these figures. 
All they could say was that the Domin- 
ion government made a present to tlu^ 
Canadian Pacific of the line between 
Winnipeg and Port Arthur which forms 
part of the Canadian route. This is 
true, but it does not alter the fact, which 
is all I have to do with here, that our 
farmers enjoy lower ratea than farmers 
in Dakota. 

The Toronto advocates of government 
construction of the Crow's Neat line 
have made use of the feeling which 
exists in Manitoba against the Canadian 
Pacific, but which is not justified by its 
manner of treating the settler. Com 
nion sense suggests that the Canadian 
Pacilic could build the road for less 
than the government, and controlling 
the haul from end to end, give lower 
general rates to the Kootenay people. 
The succeas of the minea depends to a 
great extent on cheap coke for the amel 
ters, so that it will be to tho interest of 
the Canadian Pacilic to grant low special 
rateson fuel and take caie that there ia 
no monopoly in that article. Govern- 
ment-eonatruction never entered into tlie 
Tory mind while the Tories were in of- 
fice, though they now profess to favor it 
in order to have a coy. Sir Cliarles Tup 
per was going to give the Canadian Pa- 
cific a bonus of tti.OOO.OOO to build the 
road without exacting conditions of any 
kind, probably because he felt the com 
pany would have too much at stake to 
endanger the future of British Columbia 
by levying exorbitant charges or block 
ing progress in any other way. 1 

Construction by an independent com- 
pany ia titlll more empiiatically con- 
demned. No company could be inde- 
pendent long that, to reach the Coast on 
one side and the ICastern provinces on 
the other, had to comply with such 
terms as the Canadian Pacific or Great 
Northern chose to exact. It would be 
compelled early in its career to sell out 
to one or the other. That might suit 
the promoters, particularly'' if they 
pocketed a comfortable rake-oll', but 
would not be satisfactory to tho country. 

The only thing left is construction by 
the Canadian Pacific. In moat parts uf 
tho Northwest the Canadian Pacific ia 
unpopular. That is not so singular (is it 
may appear at first eight. Ever since 
prices began to fall twenty years ago 
railroads have been blamed aa the ))rime 
cause of bad l imes among the larinerB 
of the Western , .'Southwestern and Nurtli- 
weateru status, in a paper on I-liiglish 
railway rates Prof. Mavor, of Toronto 
I'nivereity, poiuta out, aa an explana 
tion of tliu coinjilainta against rail 
ways the world over, " that while 
improved transportation has contri 
buted to the reduction in the great 
market centres, it has not similarly 
reduced to its own price." That ia to 
say, while in former times the sale of 
ten bnehels of wheat at a dollar a bushel 
sufliced to transport 100 bushels say iUO 
miles, it is now necessary to sell double 
as much to transport the same (juantity 
the eanio distance. " Transportat inn 
charges thus lend," says Mr. Mavor, "to 
form a progressively iiicrea-'ing pro|iui' 
tion of the i-oaii/.t'd prii-c. In ihe hi}iher 
classes of '.CiioiIh the variation of prop.jr 
tion of ti-iinyport l:l)^^t t(j tnt.al cust is 
clearly of li'ss imi)ortance than in the 
case ol lowL'r classes of goods," i.e., 
every reduction of the priitc of the farm 
er's wbeat withoiil, a corresponding re 
duetion of rate means a serious incrcaao 
in the ratio of transport coat to total 
price, and Htrengtliena tiim in the belief 
that the railway ia his natural enemy. 

The Canadian Pacilic has been mak- 
ing ready to Iniild the road for a long 
time. It haa power and authority to 
build it from its original charter (section 
14): "The company shall have the 
right from time to time to lay out, con- 
struct, equip, maintain and work branch 
lines from any point or points along 
their main line to any other point or 
IinintE within the territory of the Do- 
niinioii"; and the Dominion govern- 
ment bound itself to grant the land re- 
iliiircd for roadbed, Htationa, yards, etc., 
in RO far aa it controls tliem. It ia idle, 
therefore, to talk of this government 
being able to i)revent the company from 
occu))ying tho Crow's Neat Paae. The 
company cnn occupy it with a road to- 
morrow without Baying to parliament by 
your leave, and can charge wdiat ratea it 
likes up to the point of earning 10 per 
cent, for its aliarehoIderH. In other 
words, it has power by the charter which 
the Tory party gave it to take possession 
of the Pasa and levy tolla that would be 
eon liscatory. 

The first step'the Canadian Pacific took 
towards building through the C^row's 
Nest was to acquire tho section , of the 
Alberta railway from Duiimore to Lcth- 
britlge, 110 miles, and convert it from a 
narrow to n standard gauge. Tlien it 
started purveying for a line through the 
Crow's Nest Pass and tho Moyio Pass to 
a coniioi:tion .with tho Columbia it Koot- 
eniiv railway at Nelson. It has done a 
consiilerable amount of grading between 
IvL'thbridge and the Crow's Nest, haa 



built from Nelson to Eobaon and . has 
pushed the surveys v»estward from- Bob- 
son towards Hope. Jn all, it has spent 
about $2;500,000 on th* work. Its aim 
is not only to build from Lethbridge to 
Nelson, but to carry tln5 Una ultimately 
to Hope, driving branches and mine- 
spurs into the region to open it up thor- 
oughly to the process of development. 
This will cost a heap of money. Tho esti- 
mate is $35,000,000. The distance from 
Dunmore to Hope by the Crow's Nest 
will exceed 800 miles as against 740 by 
the present main line,. so. that the new 
rou.te will not be. o£ much aervice for 
through traffic, but will b^v;e to depend 
on the' local buaineas created by the 
mines and dmelterai. For the present, 
however, the constructibn of the Crow's 
Nest Pass road as far as Nelson with 
spurs running into the best of the 
mineral lands is all that can he accom- 
plished. This would give tho smelters 
cheap fuel, which is essential to the low 
grade ore minea and would be a boon to 
all. All that remaina, assuming the 
immediate construction of the line to 
be called for, it is for tho Dominion 
government to grant aasiatance on such 
conditions as it deoma advisable 
and aa the company ia willing to 
accept. No doubt the company will 
put the conditions in one sgale and the 
amount of the promised bonus in the 
other and decide what to do, whether 
to take the bonus along with the condi- 
tions or go ahead and build wholly at ita 
own expense without any conditions to 
hamper ita future action, which it haa a 
right to do under the cliarter of 1S80. 
In the hitter case, of course, it would 
have absolute cominaiul of the situation 
and might become a iiioiioj)oly with a 
vengeance. 

The project which seema to find moat 
favor in the Northwest amongat those 
who do not join m the unreasoning 
clamor against the Canadian I'acilic 
ia tiiat tlie govern iiieiit should make 
one set of coiuiitions for the benelit 
of the- miner and another set for the 
benefit of the wheat-grower. Jn con- 
sideration of giving the company .^10,- 
000 a mile — about one-third of the prob- 
able cost— for building from Leth bridge 
to Nelam, 318 miles. Mr. Laurier 
might fairly ask for reasonable max- 
imum rates on merchandise, flour, coal, 
coke and ore to be speeifled in the 
contract, with the right to inquire into 
the complaints of shippers and remove 
grievances. Ho might further insist 
that if this covenant ia v^iolated by the 
company, parliament or the governor- 
in-council shall have power to grant run- 
ning powera over tho line to other roads. 
The .•Vmerican roads, even without run- 
ning powers, will serve to keep the Ca- 
nadian Pacilic in check. The Great 
Northern is likely to build a branch 
from Bonner's Ferry to Kossiand, which 
is already connected with the Great 
Northern at Spokane by the Corbin road. 
The Grand Trunk and Great Northern 
are getting a fair share of the business 
done to-day between Ontario and Koo- 
tenay and, as new lines are run from the 
States into British Columbia, will be 
constantly improving their position. 

To ask tho Canadian Pacific to give 
running power to other roads over the 
Crow's Nest lino right from the start, 
whether it breaks its rate agreement 
with the government or not, does not 
appear reasonable. It would scarcely 
be fair to aak it to aasume two-thirds 
of the burden of building the line and 
all the expense of working up business, 
and yet compel it to let competitors use 
the line as if it' were their own. It 
would be time enough to let them in 
when it had violated the conditions pre- 
scribed by the government. Recollect 
the Crow's Nest Pass ia at ita .mercy if 
it ' chooses to build without' a bonus. 
We cannot stop it from controlling that 
thoroughfare by an unconditional tenure 
if it elects toodo ao. 

Aa for grain rates the impression pre- 
vails that if we are to get a reduction it 
must be through buying back some of 
the lands owned by tlie company. A 
reduction of five cent.s per 100 or three 
cents per bualiel would rejiresent a loss 
on the Uaul of the season's crop from 
Manitoba and the Territories to Fort 
William of a very largo sum indeed. A 
bonus of flO, 000 per mile for 1^18 miles 
would be 180,000 in the bulk, or, at 4 
pei cent,, 125,000 a year. The company 
could not afford, I should think, to cut 
ita rates on Northwest grain tlin-e cents 
a bushel or even three cents a hundred 
for any audi sum, and take ita cliancea 
with the Crow's Neat road besides under 
tiie conditions aa to coal and ore rates 
just referred to. It jiossessea Homething 
like 17,000,000 acres of un.settled lands, 
and no doubt an arrangement for a re- 
duction of grain ratea might be reached 
if tho government were willing to buy 
Bome of them back at a reasonable figure. 
It Mr. Sifton eoulil settle these lands it 
would be a relief to the people living 
near them, as they are now exempt from 
taxation. 

With regard to the coal lands which 
the Canadian Paidfic has acijuired by 
puichase of the liriliali Columbia Sont!;- 
ern chaiter, they are probably not such 
a bonanza as people in the ICaat imagine. 
Anyhow, it ought to be jiossible for the 
government and the company to fix a 
maxininm price at which they could be 
had by outside capitalints. There ia 
plenty of coal land left in British Colum- 
i)ia, and a monopoly could not be estab- 
liahed by the Canadian Pacilic even it it 
were insane enough to interrujil the jiro- 
greas of mining development by aeekiutr 
to create one. All it controla is 10,000 
acres. It is not going into the coal busi- 
ness. It acquired the lands aimply that 
it might be able to hold a rod over other 
owners who have not aa great an interest 
aa it haa in keeping down the price of 
fuel. 

I cannot («11 how these suggeatiohs 
will strike the Eastern reader, but they 
have been favoralily received, I happen 
to know, by leading Conservativea as 
w(dl as Liberals who have Htudied the 
(luestioii here on the spot. My own idea 
ia that there ia no need to he in a hurry. 
It will take time to prepare a well- 
matured scheme and it will take longer 
perhapa to paaa it through tho house.

To THE Editor: — Woman's suffrage 
hae become BO prominent a topic in al- 
most all British centres of gove"nniont, 
that I trust yon will allow space for the 
following obsorviitiona. The gist of the 
matter is : Shall women have votes for 
members of parliament? Many sup- 
porters of -women's plea urge that in 
mutual qnaliflcatlona there are men's 
equals, therefore seek for much more, 
but let UB in the first instance weigh the 
LproB and cons of their enfranchisomcnt. 

To register a vote is a very simple pro- 
cess, entailing no greater waste of time 
than, say half an hour or so, flUing up a 
paper and dropping it into a box, No- 
thing very unfeminine in that. The 
same day hundreds of utterly illiterate, 
worthless men do the same thing, voting 
for the eiuulidate milking the biggest 
promises us to chfap apints, beer, and 
radical nieaaiirca in the taxing of every 
kind of capital and hard-earned savings. 
As to the pleii tliat it would lie offensive 
to see women at a noisy polling place — 
already elm is seen at municipal cloc- 
tions, vuting for mayor, aldermen and 
school trustees. Where is the diller- 
ence? 

AntagoniatB to e(iual suH'rage in the 
weakness oi their opposition drag in 
numerous absurd arguments, such as 
waste of time, tbe neglecting^of doiuestic 
duties, di6y[acting of their attention 
from tbe elbcation and welfare of tbe 
family, and finally wind up by cheap 
witticisms and ridicule to supply tbe 
place of sound arguments. 

Wliat explanation have they on hand 
in denying women a right to vote for 
hnvmukera, when the fact is that tbe 
head of the lawmakers ia a woman, tlie 
lady tiueen Victoria, ruling as the bead 
of a nation for sixty years. She alao 
brought up a large family respectably, 
(iueen Bess was not tlionght " out of her 
sphere" reviewing tbe country's defend- 
ers at Tilbury fort. Anne had a hus- 
band, but George of Denmark wasn't 
king in consequence, in fact he was very 
"small fry." Mary was not CJueen 
Consort, she was equally queen uitb 
William, but let ns descend to conunon 
•clay — to every day life. How often do 
we find widows carrying on their late 
husband's business and with far greater 
success, and yet they are not supposed 
to be competent to record a vote even as 
may be done by the broken down top.er 
doing odd jobs about their wood piles. 

Moat people will set aside as negginj:. 
the question much that has been said 
and written as to the domestic dissen- 
sions likely to ariue in tha event of wo- 
men having a voice touching the laws 
they live under, rnfortunateiy, even 
amongst men there is too little interest, 
taken in public ([ueations, as evinced by 
the largo number of votes not polL'd. 
even when an important crisis ia pend- 
ing. Men not only do not neglect their 
business in pursuit of political matters, 
but a considerable percentage is invari- 
ably to be found who will not inconveni- 
ence themaelvea to record their votes. 
Everywhere are to be found those to 
wliom ' an election seems a personal 
affair, but not so with the mass of elect- 
•ors. Doubtlebs with women voters a 
similar state of things would be found, 
probably in evea a more pronounced 
form. If, in consequence of women 
voting, domestic dissensions would en- 
sue, they would now occur in elections 
for mayor, municipal representatives, 
school t'rusteea and others in which per- 
sonal irientlships and predilections more 
or less arise. But we do not find suidi 
to be the fact, therefore it is reasonable 
to conclude they would be absent if one 
more rung in the ladder was accorded 
women liy a vote lor Dominion repre- 
'Sentativea also. 

The older we grow the more we are 
convinced that women, especially of 
mature age, heads of familiea, are in 
everv reaoect on a par with their huE- 
banda. Where they are not it is a mere 
want of special training men have had 
in the vocations they follow, just as men 
are better than one another, each in 
tbe pursuit the other is not engaged in. 
I'nder similar conditions, apart from 
gender, the wife could have equally well 
tilled the situation. Also, there are 
varitieaof men as tliere are varitiea of 
women. .\L'ain, it men boast that women 
are .Dhysicallv inferior to them, so also 
are a vast hody of men unfit for the 
laborious work another vast body of men 
ani i|uite at home with. 

()t late years, owing to thoL'reat ('om- 
j)etituii) f(jr the means to live aniungst 
tlie world at large, women- -right and 
left — are i|ualilyiiig themselves lor voca- 
tions hitherto aupi}Osed to be open only 
to men, and will rapidly increase to do 
so. We see on every side women hold- 
ing responsible positions, even ofUce 
manager in a large steamship company 
and at a salary larger than .many good 
men receive. Why? because ahe 
thori'iighly tills the requirements of the 
p(jsitiofi. Sol)ei-ly and intellectually, 
and although the man who sweeps out 
her (ifiices can vote, such a woman as 
ahe has no voice in making the laws 
under which ahe lives and earns her 
living. What anomaly I 

(bir womea, eapecially in tbe colonies, 
are not the little nonentities of former 
times, depicted by Dr. (ioklsmith'a 
Olivia and Sofia, and it amounts to chiid- 
iahnesa to compare women of to-day 
with those of former generations,^ their 
occupations, their aspirations, their gifts 
and ueceesilies. 

It may be asked, " VVhy, do women 
want the franchise?" It may be an- 
swered by : Why do the masses cry out 
for manhood sufiTrage? by^ibich every 
ignorant, worthless lad of one-and-twen- 
ty, witii pra{!lically no (lualification, is 
accorded a vote, which, adding ecjual to 
eijuai, nulliliBH that of liis employer, 
liossibly employing scores of men and 
ihoiisands of pounds of cai)ital. Apart 
tromjniaiiy .other reaaon3, wt«nen, and 
also moat thinking men, see no valid rea- 
sons why any distinction should e.xist 
between the sexes, where equally their 
wcdfare ia at stake. Ac;ain, they di^siro 
to aesist the return of iegiaiators baaring 
the highest character, intent on pushing 
legislation tendine;- to public morality, 
temperance, and singleness of purpose. 
There are also many antiquated laws, 



which bear on the relationship of hus- 
band, wife, father and child, widows, 
trustees and guardianship, which possi- 
bly might have been suitable formerly, i.e. 
when women bore aatrong reaemblance to 
the young persons previously mentioned. 
Aa to temijerance, that stands firat, for 
the absenfle of it makes home a hell; 
and the Recorder of Leeds and the Re- 
corder of Liverpool, at aaaize, stated that 
two-thirds of the crime before them was 
attributable to drink. It has been urged 
that if you enfranchise women whole- 
sale, as you practically do men, that the 
drunkards are supplied in the greatest 
number from the largest section of 
society, which is the poorest one, the 
woman voters would be of a similar 
stamp and no aid in the aupport of tem- 
nerauce measures. Now this is not so. 
Ladies diatrict visiting will tell you the 
daily complaints they bear fro n the 
mothers of families are of the public 
houses in their neighborhoods and the 
monej- wasted therein by luiabands and 
sons.' Ladies engaged in relief work 
testify to the truth of this wail, and also 
that the women drinkera hear hut a 
very small proportion to male spend- 
thrifts ilnil topers. These being facts, 
there ia but little doubt the women of 
thia class, the poorer the surer, would 
be the moat energetic and numerous 
supporters of the curtailment of the 
drink trailic ami its abolition, and con- 
secjuently it is to be wondered at that 
all members of temperance move- 
ments don't as a unit support 
woman's suffrage. A man higher 
in the social scale may drink and make 
bis home wretched, but his better means 
do not deprive hia family of food and 
clothing, as is tlie case \vftli the man of 
daily wages, in themselves hardly sufli- 
cient for the absolute reiiuirementa of 
<laily life, anil entailing want and hard- 
ship when iliniinished by money spent 
in a saloon. Again, among the lower 
walks of life there ia amongst its women 
a very earnest wish to get all the protec- 
tion jiossible for their daughters and sis- 
ters, antl, as far as they can, will jiut 
what stumbling blocks they may in their 
endeavors to protect them from the too 
common results of their exposed condi- 
tion. Touching other matters — juat one 
for exemplification: A man of some 
means dies, leaving a widow and large fa- 
mily. By his will it is found' that he baa 
appointed as trustee and guardian to his 
children a man his wife dislikes and 
fears. This man Uien stands in loco 
parentis, and possibly invested with 
full i)0wer aa to investing hia ea- 
tate, schooling his boys and girls, 
advancing or curtailing funds at his 
pleasure, and without a husband's and 
parent's supposed aU'ection, acts as if 
tlie whole was bis family, miinia the 
fact that possibly he actually disliked 
bis friend's widow. Now such a will as 
this can be ajjrung on a woman, the 
reading of it being the first intimation. 
Thia is just a possible case which ought 
to be nuide impossible, for there are 
numbera of a certain class of men who 
would take a uriin pleasure in placing 
tbe widow and family in what he might 
call good, tight hands. 

Universal suffrage — for practically 
Buoh is manhood suffrage— wrung from 
ministers by tnrbatened coalitions, has 
opened the ballot box to a vast body of 
electors, whose education and proclivi- 
ties render it almost hopeless to endeavor 
to pass many large minded meaBurea be 
they ever bo sxood, which bear the aapect 
of curtailing their inclinations in the 
direction of drinking, gambling, non- 
Sunday observance and other drawbacks 
to a healthy and prosperous coinmunity. 
Now addiin; women to the franchiaed 
can do no barm, and from their tendency 
to lead a pure life tliey would doubtless 
be found a potent factor for good in 
effecting the return of men to jjarliament 
advocating measures tending to raise the 
whole social system. Many representa- 
tives will tell you they are quite in ac- 
cord with suou and such views, but the 
mass of their supporters wont have 
them. 

An apparently very strong point made 
by those opposed to equal sufiVaee is, 
that women are anytliing but united in 

thia demand tor it. That is bo; but then 
it is the same with many other move- 
ment where every-day life does not 
come to the front. I'^ifty yeora ago 
Feargua (_)'Connor tried in vain for man- 
hood suH'rage; men laugrieii at him. 
To-day a revolution would enshe were it 
repealed. Also, there is a large class of 
women, as of men, to whom moat ab- 
stract subjecta are distaHteful unless they 
have some hearing on their jileasurea 
and comforts. Some think it is not 
genteel; some unfeminine, even to be 
supjiQsed to give a thought to geiitle- 
nu'ii's work. .Some, their husbands 
would laugh at them were they to moot 
tbe topic ; in fact, redicule — wiiich is the 
strong point of the opposition— is a 
great deterent to women entertaining] 
the subject. But there is a very large 
class of clear-heiMled thinking women 
on.ly awaiting enligotinenl on the l'ooiI 
they can do hy having a vote, who will let 
no such reasons i)reveut their taking the 
subject u|) earnestly, ('onaecj nently it 
will be a by-L'one saying that women 
don't want suH'rage, and the euU'rage 
they will get. 

lint apart from women moving at all 
in the matter, it is a subject well worth 
men's consideration, especially bearing 
in mind that the great majority of wo- 
men scout the idea, of Hiu'h nihbish as 
entering parliament, etc. Tiiere is no 
doubt but that manhood anllVage places 
great quantities of votes in tbe hands of 
men who should not have them— votes 
to bo bad for a pint of beer. The writer 
has seen, in another colony , public house 
keepers bringing in voters by the dozen 
—hangers on. The great body of wo- 
men — workingmen'a wives — are not un- 
der such inlluencea, and they would vote 
for the candidate advocating auch ineas- 
urea aa mentioned previonely. As to the 
suggestion that they would vole as their 
husiiands dictated, any ac(]uaintance- 
ahip with the clear-headed, Blrong-willed 
mothers of sensible families, to be met 
on every band, gives one asauraiice that 
neither husband nor anyone else leads 
them by the nose. English statesmen 
are rapidly being convinced that there 
are great poaaibilitieB under women's 
Bulfrage. fray support the cause.

Lumber Afloat Oil" the West Coast of 
the Island Indicates Iteceut 
Disaster. 



The Schooner "Wanderer" Passes 
the Side of a Large Ship 
Off Clayoqnot. 




ET another disaster 
baa apparently been 
added to the uu- 
happily lonj; list 
that have given the 
west coast of this 
Island the title 
among mariners of 
the " boneyarda of 
the North Pacific," and when the steam- 
er Teea returns from the trip upon 
which she left last evenint' it is alto- 
gether probable that flhe will liave par- 
ticulars of the latest mishap. The 
information already to hand indicatee, 
unfortunately, all too surely, that a 
wreck has occurred, and some one of the 
lumber fleet receiving cargo recently in 
this "province or at I'ort i'lakely lias 
been the vietim. 

Captain (leorj^e K. Pelano, of theAiu- 
erieaii pilot schooner M. M. Merrill, was 
the lirst to olitain iiiforniation of tlio 
supposed mialiap, while cruising "H 
Clayo()tiot .Soiiiul a few days ago. His 
fears that something had gone amiss 
duriiiL' the late Marcli storms were liret 
aroused bv the pilot boat passing 
through largo quantities o[ new 
lumber which bad apparently been but 
a few days in the water. Then the seal- 
ing schooner .Mary Taylor — with L'71 
skins — was fallen in with and the in- 
formation received from her skipper 
that be too had not only seen the lum- 
ber but had sailed by the floating aide of 
a large vessel— at too great distance, 
however, to determine "its ideutify. 
Other wreckage was fallen in with in the 
same locality, in such quantity as to 
plainly indicate that a himber veasel of 
large class had come to grief. 

There were several such leaving lirit- 
ish Columbia during late March — llie 
Kmcora, the Diuihope, the Ale.xander, 
the Jilairlogie, the .Speke and the Ver- 
liena — and friends of those on board 
each of them will be naturallv anxious 
indeed in regard to tliem until their 
safety is assured. The .Speke and the 
Verbena will be well remembered here 
as the tivo vessels that put back from 
sea to have leaking ports properly re- 
j)aired;tbe Dudhope also spent some 
lime in Esquimalt harbor before taking 
her cargo at the Chemaintis mills.

In these democratic days royalty has 
to make way for Demos. The peo|)le of 
Victoria are iiUerestsd in railways just 
now, and Aid. Stewart thinks a little 
more light on the vexed question of the 
coast railway to Kootenay is desirable^ 
even before the citizens discuss bow best 
to honor the Queen's Diamond .Jubilee. 
Therefore, at to-morrow's meeting of the 
city council, he will move that in con- 
sideration of the numerously signed 
pnition for a second railway meeting to 
be held on Tuesday, the motion passed 
appointing that evening to discuss the 
jubilee celebration question be rescinded 
and that some other evening be lileii for 
t he I'onsiileratioii of that matter. 

Tlie petition asking the Mayor to call 
the further public meeting to deal with 
the cotist railway subject is signed by 
upwards of 100 business men, and run's 
as follows ; 

" We, the undersigned ratepayers of 
the city of Victoria, respectfully request 
the Mayor to call a public meeting on 
Tuesday evening next, the P!lh inslaiit, 
at Ho'clock, in the city hall, for llie jnir- 
poae of free disctissiun an. I tlio passiiii: of 
resolutions poi lit ii'g .ju ; in t 
local government : 

" 1 . The iiiiined late and iir 
sity for the L'overiiinenf ciimii

With 
their usual shrewdness in realizing trade 
opportunities, Messrs. F. C. Davidce &. 
Co. months ago had their eyes upon the 
IstliniuB, and early in March Mr. Yates 
was sent to Ottawa to present the ad- 
vantages of tha proposed service to the 
government.anc! ascertain if its inaugur- 
ation would be assisted. Mr. Davidge 
has now advises which are roost en^ 
couraging. This repreeentative has not 
only been received with the utmost 
coidiality by the business men of Win- 
ni|)eg aiid Toronto — who have slated 
their intention to assist the line by 
every iiieiiiis in their power — but 
he is with good reason hopefii) 
of eeuaring a $101), DUO subsidy from the 
governiiient, a iironiiee having been ob- 
tained tfiat the matter will be brought 
before the House of Cotiimoiis with n re- 
eoiniuondatioii to favorable considera- 
tion. With the pleiiged support of Win- 
ni])eg iiiid Toronto, and the anticipated 
aid of Srontreal, the s'abaidy should be 
gained without difliculty, as the opera- 
tion of a line of steamers to Central 
American points would open an entirely 
new and profitable market to a great 
variety of Canadian products, while tlie 
returning steamers would have no diiS- 
eulty in finding cargoes of acticles in de- 
mand throughout the Dominion, but not 
capable through climatic conditions of 
being produced at home. 

.i.m'.\m:sic com rKTiTios. 
How iiiLicb longer the Nipjion Vusen 
Kaislni steamship Company intends 
having Saattlo as its American terminus 
is a question that is just now bothering 
the promoters of the contemplated 
.\aano line. The report that the hitter 
hail definitely decided on a certain 
eouree of action is not correct, and the 
liig conference of steamship and railway 
representatives that was held in San 
l-'raiicisco a week or so ago was, it is 
taid, almost barren of results and tended 
to arouse antagonism rather the allay 
expected competition. The Nipjion Vu- 
aen Kaislia comjiany has completely 
tired, it is utated, of running to Seattle, 
and fancyiug that a wider range of busi- 
ness is to be found in the Bay City, 
is now contending with the Asano 
company for the San Francisco support. 
As the diflerencea of the two companies 
could not be settled at San Francisco tho 
matter was referred to the directors of 
both lines in Japan, and these have yet 
to be heard from. From present indica- 
tions everything seems to point towards 
the Nippon ^'tiaeii line cutting oil' its 
.American service and conOiiiiig itself to 
the more lucrative Asiatic Lnisinesa, for 
the Aeano company having contracted 
for three hvrge vessels to be buiit in Kng- 
land at a cost of .Ct)0,000, and having, it 
is underBtooil, tlio promised support of 
the Southern Facilic, will stand prepared 
to go as far in its project as its comoeti- 
tors did in theirs.
